DETAILED ACTION 
EXAMINER'S AMENDMENT 

1 . An examiner's amendment to the record appears below. Should the changes 
and/or additions be unacceptable to applicant, an amendment may be filed as provided 
by 37 CFR 1 .312. To ensure consideration of such an amendment, it MUST be 
submitted no later than the payment of the issue fee. 
The application has been amended as follows: 

1) According to the "Decision on Appeal" decided on March 25, 2008, the claims 
9, 12, 15 and 1 6 remain rejected over prior art, and the claims 1 , 3-8, 1 7-1 9, 21-24 and 
26 are allowed. Therefore, claims 9, 12, 15 and 16 have been canceled, and the claims 

1. 3-8, 17-19, 21-24 and 26 have been allowed. 

2) The petition to withdraw the abandonment is granted. Accordingly, the 
previous abandonment mailed on June 3, 2008 has been withdrawal. 

Allowable Subject Matter 

2. Claims 1,3-8, 17-19, 21-24 and 26 are allowed. 

3. The following is an examiner's statement of reasons for allowance: 

Claims 1 , 3-8, 1 7-1 9, 21-24 and 26 are allowable because the prior art of record 
neither anticipated nor rendered obvious that a repair structure for a liquid crystal 
display and the repairing method comprise various elements and steps as claimed with 
specific features recited in the claims 1,17 and 22 as follows: 
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Art Unit: 2871 

In claim 1 , the repair pattern has a portion overlapping the pixel electrodes as 
shown in Fig. 2. 

In claim 17 , the repairing method has additional step of forming an insulating 
material to fill portions between the first and second segments of the data lines and 
between the second and third segments of the data lines as shown in Fig. 5. 

In claim 22 , the repairing method has additional step of forming an insulating 
material to fill portions between the first and second segments of the scan lines and 
between the second and third segments of the scan lines as shown in Fig. 8.
